The route 
has been carefully selected after a 
consideration of a number oi differ-

through Gettysburg is given a distinc- 
tion over all others. 
It will be the 


one that every State will likely de- 
velop ahead of all other through State 
lines and the significance of the build- 
ing and the traffic upon it means an 
increased commercial value to every 
community.

pected that the remaining half will he 
speedily donated, so that work can he 
begun next year and route put in some 
shape before the great Panama Exhi- 
bition at Frisco in 3915.

STORY OF THE 1ST. ATTEMPT 


FOR INCOME TAX. 


It was Fiist Resorted to in United 


States as a War 


Tax. 


The history of the feo-called income 


tax begins early when the great Pitt. 
to save the finances of England at the 
time that country was tottering undei 


j the immense debts accumulated from I 
the great disasters of the continental1 
war following the French revolution, 
first introduced it. He was not the 
originator, however. A certain Bishoy 
Watson claimed that honor. Pitt im- 
posed it as a war tax. 
It was to cease j 


on the declaration of peace. 


It took effect upon incomes over 


$300 a year. Pitt cZ course met with 
opposition from the English nobility, 
but he was too great a statesman to 
care for that. 
A very remarkable 


part of the law sought to equalize its 
burden by a reduction in the rate on 
all householders having moie than 
two children. Four per cent, was de- 
ducted from the tax on each child. 
This per cent, applied to those paying 
the smallest tax. for it was graduated". 
Those receiving less 
incomes than 


?ouOO and more than $2000, three per 
cent 
AS as deducted. Those who had 


$25,000 income received a reduction ot 
one per cent, on each child. House- 
holders having one child received no 
consideration. This was the Act of 
1S03. 


This English war income tax was 


collected up to the year 1S16. when, 
the act for it expired by limitation. 
The purpose of the law to graduate 
the tax by the number of children 
horn to the taxable, was to encourage 
the number of births in the nation to 
help make up for the terrific loss of 
life on the "battlefields during those 
vears. only terminated by the defeat of 
Xapoleon at Waterloo. One feels curi- 
ous to know the result, whether the 
exemption really caused an increase 
of population. 


For many years subsequently or un- 


til the present income tax law became 
the settled policy in England, the in- 
come tax incurred many vicissitudes. 
When the rich controlled parliament 
jit 
was repealed and the plan of collect- 


ing the tax off consumption took its 
place on the statute hooks. 


The income tax in the United States 


was introduced as a war tax. hut with- 
out the provision for the encourage- 
ment of an increase of population as 
the latter had. It is said that Dallas. 
Secretary of the Treasury, under Pres- 
ident Madison, first suggested the tax. 


. It was at the time of the war of 1812 
-when money was badly needed 
The 


war ended before the law was passed 
and the administration concluded to 
drop it and relj upon the sale of pub- 
lic lands to pay the cost of the war 
instead. 


The considerations of an income tax 


remained at rest until 1S61 when the 
civil war broke out. President Lin- 
coln issued a call for the Thirty-sev- 
enth Congress to convene in extraor- 
dinary session. One OL the first duties 
of the Congress was to provide in- 
creased revenues for the large expen- 
ditures the Government needed to

"1 am in favor 
of a three year-term, with the privi- 
lege of discharge into the reserve as 
soon as an enlisted man proves his 
efficiency. 


"1 have not decided what the short- 


est period of service with the colors 
should be. That will depend entirely 
upon the individual. J am in favor of 
discharging men as soon as they earn 
discharge and as a reward for their 
hard work." 


Secretary Garrison said he had not 


yet decided npon what period a dis- 
charged soldier should serve in re- 
serve. 


"And to make the army more at- 


tractive to toe best class of men," said 
iie, "i favor vocational training for 
the army, so that in addition to the 
military training ana discipline which 
a man would acquit e through service 
he would leave with some trade when 
he goes again into civil life. Where- 
ever J went I found universal ap- 
proval of this plan." 


Mr. Garrison said he does not favor, 


nor would the country tolerate, a large 
standing army.

way in building up the army without 
increasing it numerically.
